Buckler explained: "He is a real 
monkey, and I felt sorry for jockey 
Andrew Glassonbury as soon as the 
winner Wherrimon pulled away from 
them, leaving them to race on their 
own, as I knew he would refuse to 
continue on his own. 

"There is nothing you can do about 
it unfortunately. He has ability, hav¬ 
ing won a couple of races in his ca¬ 
reer, but he has this problem of 
racing on his own. 


"He obviously is not in love with 
racing and will be leaving the yard to 
go hunting or point-to-point." 

Buckler was initially very disap¬ 
pointed with his other runner Quix

"He jumped badly from the outset 
and was finally tailed off to finish 
fifth. 

"I know he can be a quirky charac¬ 
ter, but I couldn't understand at the 
time why he had jumped so badly 
and didn't appear to try. 

"It was only the next morning 
when he could hardly move, and it 
appears that maybe he has torn 
some muscles high up in his back 
which was why he ran as he did. 

"Although he has improved slightly 
he is obviously very sore, and the 
physio will be looking at him to 
check him out." 

Champagne Rosie was due her 

first run of the season at Exeter on 
Tuesday in a highly competitive race 
whilst Saint Peray was due to go on 
the same card. 

Small Fly is expected to run at 
Chepstow on Wednesday, and pro¬ 
viding he is not balloted out, Baron 
Sutton will make his racing debut at 
Wincanton on Saturday. 

Stable jockey Nathan Sweeney 
rode out for the first time on Monday 
after breaking his leg in a fall aboard 
Ethiopia in July. 

Sweeney hopes that an x-ray in 
two weeks time will see him back in 
the saddle in the not too distant fu¬ 
ture.
